INSTRUCTIONS FOR INSTALLING 402936 MODIFICATION KIT THAT PROVIDES A 
REPLACEABLE RIBBON SHIELD ON MODEL 40 80-COLUMN TRACTOR FEED PRINTERS 


1. GENERAL 


1.01 This modification kit when installed on a printer provides an improved 

method for replacing the ribbon shield. To replace an existing 402753 rib- 
bon shield, it is necessary to remove and disassemble the front frame assembly. 
With the new 402798 ribbon shield w/eyelets installed, the front frame assembly 
need not be disassembled or removed from the printer if replacement becomes 
necessary. 


1.02 The new ribbon shield wraps around the right and left ribbon guides making 
it virtually impossible to install the ink ribbon on the wrong side of the 
ribbon shield. 


1.03. The new ribbon shield is translucent, having a white color, making it easy 
to see when installing a new ink ribbon. 


1.04 The new ribbon shield has been designed to be less susceptible to damage 
than the 402753 ribbon shield, thus providing protection to the copy from 


ink smudge. 


1.05 The 402936 modification kit consists of the following parts:

Requirement: The right and left ribbon guides, with the ribbon 
shield between, should touch the adjusting gauge. 


To Adjust: Loosen mounting screws, push the right and left 
ribbon guides so that the ribbon shield contacts the adjusting 


gauge. Tighten the mounting screws.
